The claims pending in the present application correspond identically to the claims 
originally filed in the parent application, serial number 09/443,542, which is being presently 
prosecuted and examined by Examiner Jerome D. Goldberg. 



Prior to examination 
on the merits, and as is permitted, Applicants present herewith a new set of claims confined 
generally to a single independent invention for which examination is now requested.
